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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's arguments are deemed 
persuassive because, as stated in the office action, since in the Hanrhan reference, the 2D brush is able to act as a 3D brush when the 
paint brush is in tantent-space, Hanrahan's brush paint therefore encompasses a volumetric brush because it causes the brush to 
operates in 3D space. For a volumetric element is defined as the extent or size of a three-dimensional region of space. In the case of 
Hanrahan, the tangent-space brush represents the volumetric brush. In response to applicant's argument that the Hanrahan and the 
Kuklin references is nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if 
not then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis 
for 'rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the Kuklin 
reference shows the missing element that is lackiing by Hanrahan. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense 
necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the 
level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's 
disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1 392, 1 70 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1 971 ).. 
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
